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Council Fights New Petition 
By Stidham Tire For €-2 Zoning

; Sharp reaction to news that a C-2 (general commercial) zon- 
ing was being considered for the tract opposite the Greenbelt 
Junior High School at hearings conducted by the county commis- 
sioners was voiced at the special meeting of council on Monday, 


The site at Kenilworth and Ed- 
monston rds, had been requested 
for an I-1. (light industry) classi- 
fication by Stidham Tire Company 
last spring. The company had in 
mind a recapping plant. The pre- 
vious council turned down the Stid- 
ham request after receiving an ‘ad- 
verse report from the old Advisory 
Planning Board. The Maryland Na- 
tional Capital and Park Planning 
Board had also recommended de- 
nial to the county commissioners. 

City manager James Giese re- 
ported that at the November 20 
hearings held by the county com- 
missioners, Stidham representatives 
indicated that it would be satisfied 
with a C-2 zoning instead of I-1. 
The area is presently zoned R-R 
(rural residential). They did not 
feel that its recapping operations 
really warranted an I-1 zoning. 

The county commissioners asked 
Giese whether the city council could 
consider a C-2 zoning, and make its 
recommendations. The hearings 
Were suspended until November 26 
in order to get the council’s views. 

The council was unanimous in 
its opposition to the C-2 zoning. 
Only the previous week it had con- 
curred with the MNCPPC’s reco- 
mmendation, already transmitted to 
the county board, that the site be 
zoned C-O (professional offices.) 
—A nidtion “by” Councilman” Bern- 
stein was passed, to the effect that 
the County Commissioners be ad- 
vised that the city vigorously op- 
poses any more rezoning of Green- 
belt’s land for C-2 or I-1; C-O 
would, however, be ‘acceptable in 
certain areas, following recommen- 
dations. of the Park and Planning 
Commission. 


Intersection 

Manager Giese briefed the council 
on the two plans which exist at 
present for the relocation of Cres- 
cent and Ridge Roads, near Ken- 
ilworth. The State Roads Com- 
mission plan would have Ridge, 
Crescent and Edmonston come to- 
gether just east of Kenilworth, and 
the single road so formed would 
intersect with Kenilworth. The 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission objects 
to this plan because of the num- 
ber of intersections so close to 
each other; it has proposed separ- 
ate intersections of Ridge and Cres- 
cent with Kenilworth. 

The Park and Planning Commis- 
sion’s proposal was judged by the 
manager and the council to be more 
desirable from the city’s point of 
view. However this raised ques- 
tions of acquisition of right of 
way, maintenance of the roads, and 
other practical matters that every- 
one agreed could only be settled 
by more discussions with the rep- 
resentatives of both commissions. 
Mayor Smith voiced concern es- 
pecially on the question of who 
would shoulder the costs involved. 
A motion by Bernstein was passed 
(4-1) to have the manager advise 
both Commissions, at this time, that 
the city is in favor of the MNCPPC 
plan, or any modification of it that 
would take care of future traffic 
flow. 

Community Goals 

The master plan of community 
objectives, which has been drawn 
up during the last year by the Ad- 
visory Planning Board, was consi- 
dered next, point by point. Bern- 


stein, assisted by Councilman Si- 
monson, discussed the significance 
of each item; these two councilmen 
served on the Board at the time 
the master plan was drawn up. 
The plan, which has been published 


in a recent issue of the News Re- 
view, consists of 35 separate points, 
under seven headings: character 
of the community, land use, fiscal, 
health and sanitation, traffic and 
safety, education, and recreation. 
A great mnaiority (32) of the points 
were accepted by unanimous pas- 
sage of motions. Items 2 and 7 
were provisionally accepted, with 
the latter altered to include the 
words “planned” and cooperative- 
ly owned” to the objective “To 
preserve and develop to the maxi- 
mum individually-owned homes or 
apartments rather than _ rentals.” 


A mild objection was also regis- 
tered by former city manager Char- 
les T. McDonald, in behalf of 
apartment dwellers; he, as well as 
councilman Hoff, said it wasn’t 
fair to say that “ rental” people 
don’t make good citizens. Bern- 
stein explained that this inference 
was not intended by item 7, but 


that the goal was to develop the 
ownership interest in the com- 
munity. 


Item 9, giving a population maxi- 
mum for the city, was also refer- 
red back to the APB for a realis- 
tic figure. George Neumann spoke 
from the floor to have the objec- 
tives include an item on minimizing 
city tax.- Bernstein moved to ree 
ommend that the APB frame such 
an item, under the “Fiscal” head- 
ing. 

In general, the listed community 
objectives were very favorably re- 
ceived.

Public Hearing on Human Relations 
Board Attracts Heavy Turnout

The city council at its regular meeting Monday night, forced 
by the unusually large attendance to adjourn to the Youth Center, 
heard the views of citizens on the proposal by the Greenbelt Cit- 
izens for Fair Housing that council establish a Human Relations 
Advisory Board. After more than two hours of discussion, coun- 
cil voted unanimously to take the matter under advisement for 


further consideration. 

~The Fair Housing group at the 
last council meeting had petitioned 
for the setting up of such a Board 
on the grounds that “Negro families 
may want to move here in the near 
future.” It further stated that a 
Human Relations Advisory Board 
would “provide a means to insure 
that the transition will be as smooth 
and as peaceful as possible.” 


The chief topic of discussion was 
a circular distributed over the week- 
end by the Greenbelt Civic Associa- 
tion commenting on a plan which 
had been submitted to council by 
a representative of the Fair Hous- 
ing group along with the petition. 
The Civic Association in its cir- 
cular stated*that it was concerned 
because the plan proposed that the 
Board should. consider “all matters 
of inter-racial, interreligious, inter- 
national, inter-sex or inter-class 
matters.” Another strong objec- 
tion by the Civic Association was 
that the document said that the 
Board should “have the authority to 
require the parties concerned to 
comply with the fairest solution 
as arrived at by the Board by a 
majority vote.” 

Document Unofficial 

Jan Turkiewiez of the Fair Hous- 
ing organization explained at Mon- 
days’ meeting that the document 
had been prepared by two members 
of his organization as an informal 
document which was actually label- 
ed “mark-up draft”. This draft had 
not been presented to the Fair 
Housing membership for approval 
before being submitted to council. 
Councilman Lewis Bernstein com- 
mented that he had asked Turkie- 
wiez for suggestions on the com- 
position of the proposed Board, 
and Turkiewiez had then submit- 
ted the document. 

In the light of this background, 
the question was raised whether 
the contents of the document was 
a proper subject for discussion in 
connection with the establishment 
of the Human Relations Advisory 
Board and whether the Greenbelt 
Civie Association should have com- 
mented publicly on this document. 

Francis White, former Mayor of 
Greenbelt, speaking as a member 
of the board of directors of the 
Greenbelt Civic Association, stated 
that the plan was a matter of pub- 
lic record because it was presented 
at a public meeting, therefore, he 
maintained, the Civic Association 
had a right to express’ its opinion 
of the contents. 

Mayor’s Ruling 

A ruling was asked on this point 
by Councilman Bernstein and May- 
or Smith ruled that the document 
was public information. Council- 
man Bernstein made a motion t 
overrule the Mayor, but the mo- 
tion failed for lack of a_ second. 

The citizenry of Greenbelt spent 
two hours voicing opinions or ma- 
king statements which were pro, 
con, or impartial. Gordon Gemeny 
argued that Prince Georges County 
established a Human _ Relations 
Council a year ago and this group 
should suffice to serve the needs 
of Greenbelt. 

Speaking in favor of the propo- 
sal, Bruce Bowman stated that other 
communities have already esta- 
blished Human Relations Boards 
within the county. He cited the 
cities of Easton and Salisbury which 
had such Boards and no apparent 
racial uprisings. Then he noted 
that the city of Cambridge did not 
have such a board and the upheaval 
there over the racial problem crea- 
ted much publicity. 

John Gibson cited the fact that 
the County had an Advisory Plan- 
ning Board and so did Greenbelt. 
He also stated that the County 
had an Advisory Personnel Board, 
and so did Greenbelt. Why not, he 
reasoned, couldn’t Greenbelt have a 
Human Relations Advisory Board? 
even though the County had already 
established one? 

Arguments Against 

Others expressed opinions strong- 

ly against the proposal. It was 





called a ruse of the Fair Housing 
Group. Another citizen felt that 
the county could take care of any 
problems which might arise. One 
citizen asked why one percent of 
the citizenry of Greenbelt be al- 
lowed to create such a furor. Ano- 
ther pointed out that the Fair 
Housing group was not objective 
enough to do the job. | © . 

Charles McDonald, former City 
manager of Greenbelt, ‘could see 
no need for city council to become 
involved with the matter. He fur- 
ther stated that economics will be 
a deciding factor in the issue. He 
expressed the opinion that the edu- 
cation of the citizenry is a social 
and moral problem and not the 
responsibility of city council. 

It was suggested by one citizen 
that instead an ad-hoc commit- 
ter be formed to discuss the problem 
of Human Relations. He sugges- 
ted that responsible members of 
civic groups, churches and com- 
munity organizations get together. 


APB Elects Officers 


At its first organizational meet- 
ing, the Advisory Planning Board 
elected new officers. Charles T. 
McDonald was elected chairman, 
Harvey Geller vice-president, and 
John W. Gibson, secretary. 

Committee chairmen were also 
elected, as follows: Leo Gerton, 
Residential, Commercial, and In- 
dustrial Land Development; Cyril 
M. Kovalchik, Parks and Recrea- 
tional Land Development; Edward 
Wuermser, Zoning Changes; Mc- 
Donald, Building and Housing 
Codes; Gibson, Urban Renewal; 
Mrs. Velma J. Chapman, Trans- 
portation and Community Facili- 
ties; Geller, Capital Budgeting.

Ex-Greenbelter Writes On 


Experiences Abroad 

Greetings from “down under” to 
all of our Greenbelt neighbors and 
friends! 


It has been a little more than 
two months since we left our be- 
loved Greenbelt. But it seems ever 
so much longer than that really. 
Perhaps because we've traveled so 
far and have had so many new 
experiences. 


During the first three weeks of 
our journey, we traveled over 4.000 
miles saying “hello’ and, all too 
quickly, bidding “goodbye” to our 
friends. and relatives across the 
United States. Among these were 
former Greenbelters, Larry and 
Mary Wotko and their three chil- 
dren of Ames, Iowa, and Russ and 
Hattie Dietzel and two children of 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. 

On October 7 we left Los An- 
geles International Airport aboard 
a jet DC-8. Soft Hawaiian back- 
ground music and lovely stewar- 
desses garbed in long fitted dresses 
of gay colored print immediately 
put us in a holiday mood as we 
boarded the plane for Honolulu. 
The children’s eyes sparkled with 
excitement as the huge plane lift- 
ed smoothly off the ground and we 
were airborne. The plane climbed 
quickly. We watched small islands 
slip beneath us and viewed the 
United States coastline as_ it 
rapidly sped out of sight behind us. 
Soon we were flying at 28.000 feet 
and looked down upon fleecy white 
cloud formations. The world out- 
side our plane was a levely bright 
blue and white, no other colors 
visible. 

We loved our two-day holiday in 
Honolulu! Gentle breezes, bright 
blue skies, a friendly “aloha”, and 
cool drinks of pineapple juice greet- 
ed us upon our arrival in the 
fiftieth state. Sightseeing was 
fascinating. We visited Ulu Mau 
Village where we learned interest- 
ing facts about the native Hawaiian 
culture, hisEory and handicrafts. 
We saw samples of patchwork quilts 
that the New England missionaries 
had taught the natives how to make 
many years ago. The children en- 
joyed participating ‘in some of the 
games that Hawaiian children play. 
We learned, also, how poi is made 
and tasted the product concluding 
that it was a food for which one 
would have to develop a taste. 

Our big plane left Honolulu about 
midnight; October 9. Our next 
stop was Nandi (in the Fiji Is- 
lands). We crossed the equator 
during the night. Each of us re- 
ceived a certificate. Because we 
crossed the International Date Line, 
also, during the night, we lost 
October 10 completely. In Fiji we 
saw many fields of sugar cane and 
boys leading their milk cows by 
rones. 

The next land we saw after fly- 
ing over many more miles of ocean 
was the northern tip of New 
Zealand. How exciting to be looking 
down upon the country that was 
to be our new home for the next 
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‘We tried to identify 
as many landmarks as _ possible. 
There was beautiful Mt. Egmont, 
Lake Taupo, and a smoking vol- 
cano which never erupts. It was 
springtime in New Zealand (at the 
same time you were having fall in 
Greenbelt). The fields below look- 
ed almost unbelievably green. We 
could see many sheep in the pas- 
tures. There were fields of gorse 
that looked like bright golden rod 
from the air. Gorse is a very 
prickly bush that spreads rapidly 
and is a nuisance to the farmers. 


We stopped at Auckland, Well- 
ington and Christchurch before ar- 
riving in Dunedin. At each stop 
in New Zealand there was a wel- 
coming committee awaiting us. 
How wonderful to finally hear those 
friendly voices bidding us “Wel- 
come to Dunedin!” Three cars 
whisked us and our baggage along 
the country-side and to the house. 
high on a hilltop, in the city of 
Dunedin, that was to be home. 
There we found another welcoming 
committee and a warm meal on 
our table. The pantry was filled 
with food. We hadn’t even com- 
pleted the tour of the house when 
the telephone rang. Someone said, 
“A call for Mr. Hillebrand.” Blea- 
nor commented, “Ah, just like 
home!” 


For the first few weeks our life 
seemed to be a steady stream of 
teas, tours, luncheons, suppers. etc. 
We have met so many people in so 
many different places - at church, 
PTA, Wakari Hospital, Knox Theo- 
logical Hall, etc., etc. 

It has been a tremendous adven- 
ture thus far. And, except for the 
fact that none of our trunks have 
arrived yet, we are pretty well es- 
tablished. Herb is enoying his 
work at Wakari Hospital. The 
children are enjoying school and 
their new friends. But we do miss 
Greenbelt and our friends there, 
nevertheless. As we _ celebrate 
Thanksgiving Day with a New 
Zealand turkev on our table and 
New Zealand friends as our guests, 
we'll be verv grateful - and a bit 
nostalgic.
